It would 
prevent accidents such .i.s that which 
occurred at Colchester. Mechanical

For open line work this sys- 
tem Is iinHUllable, as It Is affected in 
Us workings by snow, misplaccil lial- 
last. or dirt; further. It lo not im- 
possible for the atop arm to slick 
In the "clear" position. In "trip- 
cock" systems It Is customary to ef- 
fect tho return of the stop-arm to the 
"(ganger" ^position by » spring, or by

The problem of how to disqualify 
Rhodes scholars from taklne part in 
the competitive sports of Oxford and 
Cambridge \\a» given rise to accusit- 
tlous which are as unfounded as they 
arc characteristic of their authors. It 
so happens tHat die Rhodes scholars 
who camo tip to Oxford tills year con- 
tained ùnuiùally good athletic mate- 
rial, and it also happens that this 
year the crop of athletes among the 
graduâtes of the publl» schools has 
been Rway below the average. As a 
natural conBequrnce. the .\mcrican 
and Overseas' representatives made a 
clean sweep of the Freshmen's sports. 
Last year the sitiiatipn was reversed, 
the Rhodes scholars being below the 
average and the i^^nglish frcslimcn 
being about normal strength. Ilut 
up until this year there has been lit- 
tle or no emphasis placed on the 
Freshmen's spoi-ts. They have not 
huun taken at all seriously, oind'thc r 
results have never been regarded as 
any criterion of probable perform- 
ances In the regular track season 
which Is on during the following 
term. But this year the compara- 
tively easy victory of the UbodcH 
scholars has been the occasion for 
countless . columns of controversial 
matter In the preBs. The Times be 
gan by emphasizing a lesson in favor 
of its campaign In support of tlio 
Duke of Westminster's fund for the 
Dritlsli Olympic team, and, berating 
the whole system of training and tue 
whole attitude towards athletic 
sports which prevails in Bngllsh 
schools and colleges. 

There was no lack of champions 
fur the other side. A number of edu- 
cationists, and some of the London 
iournals replied in various strains. 
The (lUpasslonnlc replies very prop- 
erly pointed out that the comparison 
that had been made on the strength 
of the Oxford freshmen's sports was 
unjuEllflcd Inasmuch as the Rhodes 
scholars were on the average two to 
three years older than their ESngllsh 
classmates, and that their opportuni- 
ties for athletic doveloi)meiit and 
competition had been better. But the 
replies which, unfortunately, were In 
the majority, and which commanded 
more attention, did no", confine them- 
selves to pointing out the misappre- 
hension which was responsible for 
the unfair condemnation of British 
sport. They became aggressive and 
levelled charges, open and veiled, 
against the Rhodc^ scholarsj the 
terms of the Rhodes' bequest, and 
the committees which were charged 
with the selection of the scholars. It 
was alleged that athletic attainment 
was made the basis of the sélection, 
and that tlie Illiodes scholars were 
far below their EIngllsh competitors 
when it came to the "Schools.'-' Such 



an accusation would not be regarded 
seriously from a casual outside 
sourco but It was made — cleverly 
veiled no doubt, but for that reason 
all the more significant — under the 
name of an Oxford man who, it was 
to be presumed, was conversant with 
the facts of the case. Such insinua- 
tions are bound to do the Rhodes 
movement harm, both in Great Brit- 
ain and abroad. As a matter of fact, 
the feature of the Pinal Honour 
School results last summer was. the 
fact, generally commented upon, that 
the Rhodes scholars did remarkably 
well. In some cases an actual major- 
ity of the "firsts" were secured by the 
Overseas and American representa- 
tives, while the general average 
standard left nothing to be desired. 
Thus the unfair insinuations which 
have occurred in the press have met 
with justitlatile resentment on the 
part of the maligned scholars and. in 
time, will meet with resentment on 
the part of the committees of selec- 
tion. 

Meanwhile the turmoil about the 
competition of Rhodes scholars In the 
iuter-VarsIty sports Is coming to a 
head. Already one or two of the 
minor sports have barred Rhodes 
scholars. What action the major 
athletic authorities will take is a 
matter for speculation. So far as the 
Oxford University Athletic Club is 
concerned. 11 can lie depended that 
their attittide will lie moderate and 
fair-niindeU. BIscussion of the deli- 
cate question in the executive meet- 
ings has been on truly sportsman- 
like lines. It is improbable that 
Rhodes scholars will be precluded 
from compctatlon In college athletics, 
but an age limitation may be impos- 
ed, in the othciul circles of Oxford 
athletics everything is conducted In 
a dispassionate spirit, and the pos- 
sibility of controversy is remote. Any 
III feeling that is caused Is due to the 
action of irresponsible and unscru- 
pulous Journalists nidori by a hand- 
ful of hyper-zealous, and misinform- 
ed pedants whose chief aim in life Is 
to rush into print. It is to be re- 
gretted, however, that a large por- 
tion of the British public should gain 
their Impressions of the Rhodes 
movement from misinformed critics. 
It is a striking tribute to the com- 
mon sense of O-xford that the under- 
graduate journals have paid no heed 
to the "false alarm," and that the 
sage advice of London papers in the 
matter of a position "which is charg- 
ed with grave danger to the future 
welfare of the Oxford Univcrs'.y 
Club" Is not being treated In a man- 
ner which would destroy the excel- 
lent spirit which prevails between 
the Rhodes scholars and their fellow 
undergraduates.

Original, Constructed in 1551, 
Stands in Centre of Quad-

The sun dial u'hich stands on the 
McCosh Campus Is rich In historical 
ntsoclatlon, asldo from being .if 
unique InUiest. 

On October "I, l'J»', the pillar wa-i 
presented in ri-ineelou by Sir Wil- 
liam Mather, .lames llryce, then act- 
ing as ambassador to the States, pre- 
senting the dial on behalf of tho don- 
or. 

The orlKltml from which tho Prince- 
ton !<iin Uial was copied, stands in 
the centre of the Quadrangle of 
t;hrl3t'.i College, Oxford. As far back 
as 1561, a hundred years before the 
settlement of Hrlncdlon, tho original 
dial was constructed by Charles 
Trumbull, later a Fellow at Oxford. 
Of such Importance from an artistic 
as well as a sclentillc stnnd|>olnt w.is 
tho work thon regarded, that Robert 
lloKgs wrote a treatise on the' sub- 
.I'ct which Is now In possession of 
tlio libniry. 

Originally Hie shaft rented upon a 
masonry gallery, wliioli Mnrt- 
been removed. In the replica, how- 
ever, the present stone has hm-n bull! 
on an octagonal base. Upon cB)»e 
examination tlic sciuarc block which 
supiKirts tho shaft will bo found to 
bear four ftf England's most cherl.Mh- 
ed Conts of Arms. First comes that 
of Bishop Kox, founder of ('hrist's 
College. ne,\t that of Bishop Oldham, 
of Lan'cushlre. whoso rebus of three 
owls Is compoi^od of a curious pun 
in the north country dialect on the 
rrotiunclalion of OUlliam as Owl- 
duni. The (rtber two arms are those 
of the rtoynl family and tho Univer- 
sity of Oxford Itself. 

As an Instance of the complicated 
art of the monument there aro no 
less than nineteen dials Includ.sd 
among tho escutcheons worked on 
this block alone. Under these, on 
the r.outh, west and cast sides are 
vertical dials reading the hours and 
indlcjiting the months. The gnomon 
in each caso consists merely in a 
point at llie bnac. In the original 
the stone Itself served a.i a point but 
gun metal discs have been sulmlltuted. 

It Is a curious fncl. however, that 
the dlol on tho south face will not 
read during the sun.mer months, ow- 
ing to th:* greater altitude of the Kun 
at I»rlnceton than at Oxford. Thli 
causes Ihe shadow to fall beyond the 
limits of the dial. Thé east and west 
illals, however, will rend throUKhont 
tho year. The dl.al which ornamented 
the north face lia.s In some intinner 
been lost from the original so that 
only a. few traces are here depicted. 

The stone of the sphere at the top 
which represents tho globe has been 
cut into six distinct bands raised 
abovo tho core, reproducing among 



others tho Equatorial and the .N'orlh 
and South Polar bands. The tables 
on tho shaft have been copied exactly 
from the original but have no dlmet 
connection with the dinlHng. 

Finally tho Pelican, tho religious 
symbol ijf Corpus Clirlsti College, 
which gnices the very summit of the 
.shaft. Is a quaint embodiment of an 
ancient legend which relates a tale of 
the bird piercing ils own breast to 
feed hT young. Thu.s the whole dial 
la seen to bo peculiarly rich, not only 
In «çlentiflo and historical interest but 
alegorical as well.

Sliakcspeare is the Breiatcst pool l)e- 
i\ui5(i he .sees tliinus In this llKht of 
the otcrmil. .VU things for him chime 
with the motion of tho boundleaa tiu:i. 
Tiiu sonnets themselves seem almost 
Uf wavis In that eternal sea of Htjlit 
■ nd Klory. Xo other imel lias ever .■sur- 
veyed with sueli Ju^t and calm eye.s the 
. .il. I, Milice Im; universe ilUe a 
flowlMB sea of many luioied inuiKi,'. 
icjnenta. .Walter I'ater, for c.\;iini)li'. 
Dprojchps thhip« from the oiit.slde. 
ill. de ef a d":il>:ful pes- 

simircin. Shakcs'peare dwelt at the 
hoarl of thiiig.s and he had in himself 
an abiding certainly. He over and 
again lifts front the dark stich a great 
beacon a« is seen In the hundred and 
sixteenth sonnet: "I,ovi''.s not time's 
fool," "Love alter.s ii.u," "It Is the star 
to every wandering hark." 

Thu famous eomimrlson of Shakes- 
peare himself to the :jea Is Just in- 
deed, with his vastiicss, his unfaltering 
sweep of rhythnde power, wasjilng 
every .--liore of luiinan «xperieiiee, 
shaping these things hy lil.s genius, that 
yet ever reaches ahoiit ' and beyond 
iincvhuiisted, unl'athomed. In tho 
works of Shakespeare wo are actually 
never far away even from tho inuti rial 
sea. If he buries us in llie woodlaiul 
ever and anon as through some arch- 
ing, overleafing green— a magic cjise- 
ment — we cateli a Kllinpse of the niili- 
tUudlnoiis seas with tlnir tawny 
lutes. In "Midsummer NlKht's 
Dream' Oheron draw.s his maRlc irom 
the sea, ns the pavane with Tuck re- 
lates. The mystery of the sim Is ahrd- 
ly anywhere more extiiilsltely pleiiired 
than In the adventure of Oberon with 
the merniaid and the vision thai rides 
between him and llie moon, in Jier 
"maiden mcdltattun fancy free," and 
tho white flower, empurpled by tho 
shaft of L'upid, that maids call love- 
in-idleness. This weaves round Iho 
tale tbe magic of a fairy ring of sea- 
shine, with the sliigliig of the mer- 
maids and even the touching In of tho 
tho huge leviathan's vanishing shape. 

The sea Is an unexliausted treasure 
house to .><liakespeare. lie never U 
merely literal in his aecoimiliiK' of 
it. In his constant ie;ili/.alioii thai po- 
etry l.>i concerned with tho things the 
tMr hath not heard nor eye seen the 
power of Shakespeare consl»t«. He nev- 
er set.s down mere facta without regard 
to their spiritual relationships. Ills 
poetry always deals with ideiis. He is 
never a rciltst. Kveii where he shows 
ua the sea as a physical aspect, <is 
seen through the eyes of the clown. 
It Is not mere llteriill.-in; tiie picture I 
is liiv^'steil with the lliiiiltiiiK' of the 
clown, and so it remains as always a 
sea of Ideas. 

Tho passage where Florlzcl woos 
Perdlta has the essence of se.i poetry 
in it. Tho lines have the secret of th,' 
wiives, of tho stars, and of the hiimaii 
heart, the secret of rhythm It.^. if. 

"When yott do dance I wish you 
A wave o' the sea, that you mlghl ever 
do 

Nothing but that." 

Here Is the essence nf sea poetry, 
not in using nautical terms and 
phrases, though this may be well 
enough In the right place, hut in fidel- 
ity to the nieaniUM and mood of the 
sea. Ill "Ulchiiril III." .■iiintber inaKli- 
casement opens in the midst of stone 
walla and bids us gaze into the secrets 
of the sea. This Is the pusHage where 
Chtreiicc tells his dream to Braoken- 
hury. In the histories we feel all the 
surge and wlldness of ihc sea In the 
p.-isslons depleted there. Vet Shake- 
speare In the midst of the world's 
blindness and sham hud a burning 
pusHlon for the steadfast and uiishaUen 
things of the eternal, thu underlying 
serene deeps. 

Dr. Noyes cited the great ))assage 
between Othello and lago with tlii' 
Inuigc of the I'ontic sea. In iilinosi nil 
Shakespeare's greatest tragedies we 
have always the sea In tho distance. 
Hamlet is seen at tho brink of the 
sea, and so is King T.ear. 11 is on tlie 
sea that the sails of Cleopatra lure An- 
tony away; but the greatest of .Shakes- 
peare's sea poetry is in "Macbeth." The 
witches are shown as the very type 
of the sea In certain aspects, and we 
have the famous phrase of the mul- 
titudinous seas incarnadined. The 
protean nature of Macbeth throughout 
shows him like some monster of the 
sea. Ho at hi.st gets some sense of as- 
surance In the prophecy about Hirnam 
wood. Tho forests at least are anchor- 
ed, and ucroaa tho hugo weltering 
flood of his fear and wrong hn sees 
them stand firm, until the.v, too, ad- 
vance u|ion him. I'r. Noyes read the 
fumons passage that sutninari/.es hu- 
man experience as "signifying noth- 
ing." Hero Is the lilankness and fu- 
tility of certain phases of the ocean. 

The "Tempest" Is, of course,^ the 
most chnrming uf all the sea po'om.s. 
It had doubtless its starting point in 
some of the tales of the now worlds, 
brought back by lllo lili'iiahetlian ad- 
venturers. I'rospero is great charac- 
ter drawing, a muster of himself be- 
fore he WHS nuister of the eli-ments. 
Here again is the magic uf the seu, ami 
J'rospero, too, sees tho nothingness of 
merely mortal experience. It is base- 
less fabric of a vision. 

The lines that close this play are 
perhaps tho very last lines that 
Shalcespeare wrote lo the world. Ur. 
.Noyes rend the simple plea of the 
poet: "(ientle breath of yours iny 
nails iiiiisl fill," and closed wllh Ihe 
beautiful lyric of the seu, "Coiiii! unto 
these yellow sands," which he termed 
one of Shakcspcaro's brief master- 
pieces of song. 



■■■^ir I'^rands Oalton delliies euj;enic.'i 
ns "the study of iiRcnciea under social 
control, that may improve or impair 
the racial iiualltlcs of futuro (^ener.i- 
tlous, either pliysicTlly or mentally." 
Ho has also delined eugenics as "the 
science which deals with all lulliienccs 
that improve and develop tho inborn 
(luulltlea of a race." llo appears, how- 
ever, to have referred moro particu- 
larly to hereditary liitluences. for in 
this connection he adds: "Tno aim 
of eugenics is to represent each cliuss 
or soct by Its best specimens, causing 
them to contribute moro than tholr 
proportion to their next generutlon; 
that done, lo leave them lb work out 
their common civilization In their own 
way." Another high authority In tho 
United States has drawn a clear dis 
tlnctlon between "face Improvement 
through heredity" cugunlcs— and "race 
improvement through environment' 
for which a new term "cuthcnlos" has 
been coined. 

In this stricter (!■ linilion "eugenics" 
is concerned specially w ith the improve 
ment of the humati race through mar- 
riage and parenthood associated, as 
these are, with the problems of here- 
dity, race culture and nice develop 
ment. AU students of sociology, that 
science which treats of the general 
structure of «<ocl(<ty, the laws of its 
developnu-nl and the progress of civil 
Izution, view wllh alarm wliat Dr. llolt 
calls tho "sad fac'.s concerning the 
diminishing birthrate among the better 
members of all civilized communities 
and tho unrestricted propagation of the 
Inferior and unlit." So marked has 
been this movement that nations and 
Kovcrnmcnts havo set themselves to 
devise means and methods lo restore 
tho earlier and more' favorable condi- 
tions when the birthrate was higher 
among the most destniblo sections of 
the population— tlio profcMlonal luid 
middle classes and tho artUans.

Willi the iniiidle-d.iss 
parents there Is, too, the tear of see- 
ing their children sink Into the pro- 
letariat, an even stronger Ineonllvo. 
Witness the fnel, Dr. Molt observi^s.

The Man of Integrity Who 
Came to "Upper Canada" 

Like Wcntworlh, Sir John Simcoe Was a Conspicuous Character 
in the War with the United States, and Afterwards Be- 
came Goveinor of a Canadian Province 



The possibility of war with tho Unit- 
ed States had always been present to 
Slmcoe's mind. He feared that before 
tho Canadus could oc<iulro suJIiclcnt 
strengtli, tho belt of neutral Indian 
territory would he absorbed, and tho 
forces of the UiiIIimI Sl.-ites would over- 
whelm the weak K.inlsons and widely 
separated posts, llu was very desirous 
for iieace and his policy WttS to pre- 
vent war by the appcanincu of force 
and lis concentration. Tho relations 
between Great llritaln and the United 
Slates were at this time vrvy strained 
:is certain articles of the Treaty of 
I'aris had not been carried out in their 
Integrity. .Simcoe was also compelled 
to bo extremely cautious us at this 
lime, K'.in, he had staying with him 
tl.ree reprcsent.allves from the Unit- 
ed States, whose object was to make 
iL treaty of peace with the Indians, for 
war had been mglng for some time 
between them. It was ncces-sary that 
this treaty siioiild be concluded and 
thai, by an acknowledgment of the 
Ohio as the boundary of the Indian 
domain, a belt of < nentrnl territory 
should be Imposed between the two 
countries. .loseph liranl, Uie Indian 
leader, and his principal chiefs, llnally 
met the peaie ambassadors nt Nia- 
gara, where the llrst preliminary meet- 
Inif broke up. In the meantime Hr.infs 
inlluencc weakened and news of (ii'ii- 
eral Waviie's activity had reached tho 
Iiidlan.s, Wayne having been placed In 
command of Ihn forces sent againsl 
the Indians. Tho peace negotiations 
then fell through. Simeon distrusted 
Uranl, seeing In his conduct only the 
wish to Involve the Ilrilisli Kmplrc In 
a war with tho United States. 

In charge of Indian ulTttira was an 
Indian department, nnd from this Held, 
the (Uilv one In which there was room 
for diplomacy, Simcoe w.-us excluded 
He iieverlbeles.s managed to keep a 
linn hand upon Indian affairs and wnis 
loved and respected by tho Indians. 

di;I''i:n'CI': .systb.m 
Simcoe was now taking every prc- 
c.uition to place his frontier In a stnito 
oi; <loteiKe. On Jidvlce of Dorchester 
in 1703, fearing that Wayne intendeil 
to strike ni Detroit, ihe toidi every 
means In his power lo prevent his so 
doing by Ihe (-«r.abllHhinenl of tt fort 
on tho .Miami and the placing of nrmod 
ships on tho lake. Uorchiwler. misled 
by Alarming signs, had nearly bnniRhl 
disaster upon iho country. l-'Vir iin In- 
riaiiimalory speech io tho Indians, o.s 
well as for Oils orduna to Simcoe, he 
was reproved by tho gOVcmmont. Sim- 
coe. for his pari, knowing 'that ho hud 
been Hie <-liief actor In the pcene, was 
very much afraid that his would be 
lllo chief Illume. In llils he was wrong, 
bill his fe.ir <lrew from him <i chanic- 
teristle letter of defence to the Diike of 
l'ortland, which cvhlbited many of 
tho essential iioints of his character, 
his Iiitunso spirit of partlzanHhIp, his 
Impatience of restraint, nnd Jils devo- 
tion to duty which wu« in his mind 
Insoparablo' from his religion. 

In 1796 Jay's Treaty settled the 
pending difficiilllcs between "the two 
counirles. The Amerii'an flag wua 
hoI»te<l over Kort .N'iagani, iho forts 
jliio the Unltol Slates under tho 
■frcaity of I'aris were tianded over, and 




the dominion of the west patseil piare- 
«ibly to the rnlled States. 

He(\ire Simcoe h:id lofl Iilnglaiid lie 
had urscd that a Uisliop be appoiiite<l 
over tho scattered pastors of the new 
country, and even offered C.'iOii of his 
own salary if the cost slionld prevent 
such an appointmenl. In his Hovern- 
rnent church and st.il,- were to g.i 
■land ill hand, and in his opinion il was 
thoi'ofore essential thnt the t'hurch of 
lilnirland should be firmly csUibllslied 
In Upper t.'anada. He wIsIumI to as- 
similât,- the ;.;oVeriinieiit as nearly a.s 
possllile lo that of (irea.t Mritain. and 
as an established clergy was a comiion- 
cnl pirl of one, It must of necessity 
be imported into the other. Forces 
w,'re lit work, however, which in llio 
end rcinlereil his si'heiiie rruilless. 
There was a great deal of dissent in 
the hearts of the people and lliore was 
everywhere growing moro powerful the 
Influence of iho ministers of ovory soct 
who lived Uio pioneer llfo nnd pulded 
small bands of people all through tho 
«•ountry. 

i;DL;r.\Tio.v. 

While SlnK'oe songlii in every wav 
to provide for Ihe spiritual needs of his 
people, he also gîive (,-reat atlenlioii 
'to the means of education, which were 
very deficient, lie laid plans before 
the secretary of state wlieroliy XI.OOU 
a year wos |,> b,. sot aside fur the pur- 
jwso of founding schoolH and « uni- 
versity. Ills plans were not very well 
rccolvod, so that ns far as extmneiitis 
îilil was Concerned, he was eompelletl 
to the matter drop jinil give his at- 
tention lo the small beK-iiinliig.s of nl- 
uc<itinn in the iiroviiue. 

It is im|)ossoblo lo Bive in delà 11, 
within 'the conipiiss of this paper, tlu' 
undertakings and activities of .Sinieoe. 
llo Was never Idle, biil was Incessant 
In striving to betlcr the coiidlHiuis of 
the people, and lo build up a prosper- 
ous and lo.vnl province, so lhat when 
leave of absence was askcsl, owing to 
his Ill-health, the answer came In Ihe 
most favorabI(< and Haltering terms, 
commending at the same time his un- 
remitting care In promoting the King's 
interests and those of the subjects 
placed under his rare, A gunboat wa." 
placed at his dlsjiosal for transport 
Simcoe iniisl therefore have fidt that 
his policy bail been approved of geii- 
ei-nlly by I he govcriunent »'ho.se ser- 
vant he was. He left Canada In 17'.ti', 
and was destined never to seo the 
country again. 

.No sooner had he arrivcil hi London 
than he was senl to .Santo Domingo, 
where tho Island was In a slnto of In- 
surrection. Ho iirrlve<l in Riinto Po- 
nilngn in I7!>7, where Hie task lli.rl 
confronted him was Ihe p.icltlea t imi (,f 
a horde of blacks who had nil the nil- 
vantngcA In u country that wnn In It- 
self death to foreigiiers. With neeii.«t- 
toilied lhomughneH.H, Simcoe enileav<ir- 
td lo discover the true slale of affairs 
and lo cany out reforms, many of 
which were benellclal. No person In 
Ills slate of health, however, could 
long stand such a strain; and ugain 
he wns compelled to return to Kng- 
land.

During the next year or two he en-

This danger 
Iiassi-d, SilTicoc, tired of Ills inactive life 
again applied for foreign service, lb- 
was :ip|iolnted coinmaiider-ln-chlcf of 
the irooiw In India, bttt before his de- 
p.'iriiiiv was assiKiied nn Important 
diplomatic mission. 

IiitclUgenec hud reched llngland of 
the intention of Krance to Invade Por- 
tugal and to partition that country 
Knghind therefore decided to send an 
iirniy lo Hie Tagiis, there to b,- met 
by a 1 iinipoiient ii.ival buce. and llir 
whfde lo be cut rusted to tho command 
nf Ixtrd St, Vincent and L,leiit.-Col, 
Simcoe, wllh full powers to negotiate 
wllh tho t'oiirt of Lisbon. 

Simcoe set out. but shortly afb'r his 
arrival at Lisbon lH' w.'is compelled In 
leave ler laii-'ia ml, both his plivsicians 
and bimsi lf alarmed by his contlniied 
illness. In ono of Hie swiftest ships 
he sailed for home, where his wife was 
making prepanitloiis lor their depar- 
ture fur India and lo.diliig forward lo 
the larger life which the new comma nil 
would give, lie renclie<l ICngland and 
was taken lo Hxeler. There, on Sun- 
day, October 2i'<, in Iho lunise of Arcli- 
deaciMi .Moore, iiiiilii- the shadow of 
lOxider Cathedral, lie pa-vsed away, "n 
.Vovemher 4 he. wns burled a-t Wolford 
I.ndgo In the domestic chapel. 

Ills life was worn fiway In Ihe pub- 
lic si-rvice. At the close of Ihe strug- 
gle with Hie .\merlcaiis his constitiiHon 
was iiiiderniiiied. Ills coiidiicl diiiinu 
this war indeed iiieriti d lln' praisi- of 
(ieorRe 111., who said that If every 
person had served during the American 
war as Simcoe bad dolO'. it would have 
ha<l a iliffi reiii t eniiiiia 1 ieii. 

After .ill is said, Iho essential (pi il- 
ily of this man's mind and temper was 
integrity. It wns Ihc perception that 
ho was liiled Willi lofly patriotism anil 
a ho;li sense of duly lhat b-d I'ilt lo 
remark that he was needed in Santo 
Domingo by reitson of his integrity and 
not for his military exertion. And in 
closing a review of his character and 
alms, may ll be siild Hint 11 was this 
niiallty more than all others that comcK 
Into promlneiico and remains. Kor In 
the end It conns lu be a question as 
lo what this mini's work In our coun- 
try Is to stand for, what wi^ aro lo 
think of when we bring into our minds 
him and those early days lhat he flUed 
8u full w'lth unUrlns energy. 
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
